was there, too, though Hornby said h# 
did not know that. 
Th© circumstances of the conversa­ 
tion as testified to by Hornby w ert 
that he found several bags of sugar on 
the docks w hich had not been weighed. 
He went back to do this, when he met 
Bendernagei, who told him that th© 
sugar had been weighed. 
A dispute 
arose between the two men and Ben- 
demagel told Hornby, “You are too 
d 
smart; Eve got better heads in 
the custom house than yours, and I'll 
get that."
